The rejection of claims 21, 24, 35, 40-43, 47 and 51 due to 
Turner '388 has now been overcome by amending the claim 21 which 
the other claims are dependent on. It is also noted that this 
invention has "a plurality of amplifiers" instead of "an 
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amplifier," "an output circuit system," "a plurality of inputs" 
and "trigger system." These are different than x 388.
